America, the huge airplane in which 
Commander Richard Evelyn Byrd, 
with a crew of three men, hopes to fly} 
to Paris or possibly farther. 
After all preparations for a start at 
dawn had been made tonight—even to 
the taking of the big plane to the in- 
cline at the head of the runway at 
Roosevelt field, Long island—a report 
of bad weather extending from New- 
foundland to Nantucket caused Com- 
mander Byrd to announce at midnight, 
“The flight is off.” : 
Gets Bad Weather News. 
The report was telephoned to Com- 
mander Byrd at the Garden City hotel 
by James H. Kimball of the New York 
weather bureau, and as soon ag the 
flight leader received it, he telephoned 
to the flying field of the postponement 
of the projected trans-Atlantic hop. 
‘Mr. Kimball has informed me,” 
said Commander Byrd, “ tuat weather 
conditions are bad, sy it is all off for 
the time being.” 
Mr. Kimball said the late weather 
report had caused him to advise Com- 
mander Byrd not to mak+ the dawn 
take-off. He said he had told the flight 
leader that it would be extremely 
hazardous to start the hop under such 
conditions.

Convicted at First Trial. 

The first trial of Scalisi and Anselmi 
for the police killings, which occurred 
during a street battle on June 13, 1925, 
resulted in a verdict of guilty of the 
murder of Olson. Punishment was 
fixed at fourteen years in the peniten- 
tiary. A little later the Supreme court 
set aside the verdict and ordered a 
new trial. 

In the second trial the Genna hench- 
men were accused specifically of the 
murder of Patrolman Charles Walsh, 
Olson's partner, and were acquitted. 
|The jury yesterday required only two 
hours to reach a decision to free them 
on the reopened Olson case. Only two 
ballots were taken and the first is re- 

ported to have been eleven to one for 
acquittal. 

Judge William J. who pre- 
sided, warned the crowd in the court- 
room that he would not permit any 
demonstration when the foreman read 
the verdict. The warning was hardly 
necessary, however, as the friendg of 
the accused pair, apparently certain 
that they would be freed, waited for 
them at the door of the court building 
and gave their cheers there as they 


walked out. 


Charge Ulegal Use of Gus. 

The defense contended that Olson 
and Walsh, with other policemen in 
the battle, had made illegal use of 
their firearms and had fired first at 
Scalisi and Anselmi and their friends, 
who were in an automobile. As for the 
defendants, it was maintained they had 
only defended themselves against un- 
‘warranted police aggression. 

In the courtroom when the fore- 
man, Edward De Lorenzo, read the 
decision of the jurors were Police- 
man John Olson, a brother of the slain 
Harold Olson, and Mrs. Charles Walsh, 
widow of the other policeman who lost 
his life.

President Henry A. Blair of the street 
car lines and his committee to accede 
to the demands of the men for a 
“wage increase and free sick benefits. 
and insurance. 

President William Quinlan of the 
union indicated after the meeting. 
which took place in Mr. Blair’s of- 
fice, that he would report the lack of 
progress so far in the negotiations at 
a meeting of the men early next week. 

“And so far as I'm concerned,” he 
added, “I can’t see much need of 
seeking further conferences with Mr. 


| Blair, though I’m ready to see him 


at any time he desires to see me.” 


Men Are Not Satisfied. 

“Does that mean you might call 
a strike?’ he was asked. 

“My men are not satisfied with 
present conditions,” was his answer. 

Members of the surface lines’ and 
elevated union locals recently, by 
overwhelming majorities, conferred 
strike authority upon their officials, 
empowering them to call the men off 
their jobs if in their opinion the 
situation might warrant such action. 

The wage negotiations on the ele 
vated were reported to be progressing 
smoothly. President Frank E. Law- 
rence, of the elevated union, stated he 
will confer with his membership to- 
morrow night and meet the road’s of- 
ficials again on Tuesday. 


Would Join in Strike. 

* But of course,” he said, “ our men 
will walk out also in case the surface 
lines’ parleys end in a strike.” 

William D. Mahon, international 
president of the union, is expected to 
enter the controversy in the role of 
attempted peacemaker. He was re- 
ported to be ill yesterday and unable 
to take part in the surface lines’ meet- 
ing, but it is understood he will seek 
a conference with Mr. Blair within the 
next day or two.

Vega will make a great triangle 
with Altair, near the horizon, and Deneb, toward the north. These three stars are the most conspicuous 
in the eastern sky.

When the direct primary was proposed the op- 
ponents of it were the politicians who now would 
‘not do without it if they could. The proponents 
were citizens who now for the most part wotld be 
glad to accept the Supreme court decision as a 
last word on the subject. Experience has produced 
‘this reversal of opinion and position. 

In the beginning there was a general agreement 
ithat the direct primary would correct many of the 
abuses of political control. That was why the 
boss politicians did not want it. That was why the 
citizens interested in political reform did want it. 
Both were wrong in their estimates and both have 
found that the direct primary is as adjustable to 
boss control as the old convention system was 
and for the political organization it is delightfully 
irresponsible. The bosses can get their results, 
but they are not accountable for them. The peo- 
ple are responsible. The popular vote has not im- 
proved the quality of nominations, It has lowered 
that quality. | 


The old time convention proceeded with the idea 
that it must hit a fairly high average of nomina- 
tions. It had to present reputability and respecta- 
bility for most of the places at least. It did not 
care to take a chance with a yellow dog. The 
men in contro] of conventions thought that an 
‘obviously. bad ticket would certainly take a lick- 
ing, and they were not out for punishment, but 
for the election. 

A yellow dog has as good a chance in a direct 
| primary as any one else. A political organization 
has no timidity in running a bunch of them. They 
wouldn't have been nominated in a convention, 
but they can be in a direct primary. Direct nom- 
ination is a thing excellent in theory and disap- 
pointing in applicatiog. It does not do what it 
is intended to do. The managing politicians are 
converts to it because it is the best thing they 
could find to serve their purpose. If it were not 
the best thing they would not have bills on their 
way now in the legislature to repair the Supreme 
court break in the primary system. 

It would be refreshing to get back to the old 
convention system and give it another trial. It 
probably would develop again its own peculiar 
abuses, but we doubt if at their worst they could 
equal the worst of the direct primary. We have 
learned that mechanical substitutes for a well in- 
formed and well intentioned electorate cannot be 
made. The trouble is not in the machinery, as 
we so often vainly imagine. It’s in the people 
who use it. Good government cannot be legislated 
out of them or extracted from them by machines 
or wished on them or given them as a Christmas 
present. It will come out of their own intelligence 
and desire, or it will not be had. —

HE treatment of burns is not en- 
tirely satisfactory for the man 
treated or for the physician treat- 
ing. The rea@eons are several. 
Burns are painful, far more 80 than 
other wounds. This is particularly true 
of superficial burns. They cause an un- 
usual amount of shock. They frequently 
heal unsatisfactorily. They leave large 
scars, 


The reasons for all this are easily un- 
‘derstood. The skin is very righ in nerves | 
vhich feel pain. Burns harm a lot of 
skin. Therefore the pain is great, par- 
ticularly if the burn is not deep enough 
tu kill many of the skin perves. The 
‘uock results frem the harm done a 
large number of skin nerve endings. 
These nerve endings are likely to heal 
unsatisfactorily because they leave large, 
raw surfaces. In present day surgery 
10 Other wounds leave such large, raw, 
absorbing surfaces. And, finally, they 
cause-large scars for the same reason.

protected against infection and in which 
absorption is to be kept down. One wavy 
of doing 3 is by keeping the wound | 
ccvered by paraffin. Another one con- | 
f1sts in applying a solution of picric 
acid. This. is done to coagulate the 
ooze on the surface. Dr. E. C. Davidson 
thinks a better way to prevent absorp- 
tion of poisonous material, and to ward 
off infection, is to apply tannic acid. He 
cvvers the wound with sterile gauze. 
Then saturates the gauze with a 2.5 per 
cent solution of tannic acid in water. 
This covers the wound with a light brown 
coat. He keeps the gauze wet for 12 
to 24 hours, when he softens it further 
with the solution and removes it. If 
the tannic acid solution remains on too 
long it burns too deep. After the gauze | 
is off he treats the burn as ‘an open 
ound. 

The claim for tannic acid is that it 
makes a better protecting film than pic- 
ric acid does. If it is inconvenient to 
go around with an open wound the burn 
may be coyered with a very little ster- 
ile gauze.

Tells of Domination. 


Prior to the organization of \t 
pools, Mr. Burnell charged that th 
exporting firms dominated the Winni- 
peg option market, depressing the 
price below the cost of production. | 
Now, by maintaining agencies in for- 
eign countries, the pool exports direct 
75 per cent of its wheat which goes 
abroad, and has greatly quickened the 
flow of Canadian wheat to the orient 
via Vancouver. Noting that in May 
Minneapolis was quoting wheat 9% 
cents under Winnipeg and Chicago 9 
cents under, Mr. Burnell said: 

“There must be some answer to 
this exceptional position for Canadian 
wheat. We know it is not because 
of any shortage of hard wheat, and 
it is not on account of any shortage 
in other exporting countries, or their 
prices would reflect it. 


Demand Governs Offerings. 

“I think it is apparent that the 
only answer is that the marketing of 
Canadian wheat is under complete 
control, and at no time is wheat al- 
lowed to go to a country, or even of- 
fered a country that is not interested 
in purchasing. In other words, we

The work 
that is needed to clear up breeding 
conditions in the two streams named 
and their tributaries is to be gone over | 
in detail by the expert and plans made 
for its execution. | 
“The sanitary district trustees have 
come to the conclusion that the dis- 
trict is well within its scope if it takes 
up the task of mosquito abatement in 
this area,” FE. J. Kelly, chief engineer 
of the district, said. “It is a health 
measure without a doubt, and the re- 
lieving fromm universal discomfort and 
irritation of the public seems to be 
worth a serious and sincere effort. 


Sees More Funds Available. | 


“If the funds now available for 
the work do not prove sufficient, there 
js little doubt that the board will pro- 
vide means, even [f it runs to $100,000.’’ 
President Crowe said that the trus- 
tees had been watching the progress 
of the abatement program and had 
tome to the conclusion that total elim- 
uation of the pest is possible and 
that the district properly is charge- 
able with the duty of carrying out this 
measure of health and general welfare. 
“It is a big job and we have de- 
cided to go after it in a big way,” he 
‘“‘If Havana and other cities 
coul@ be cleaned up in regard to in- 
secta, there is no apparent reason why 
Chicago cannot be, if the proper steam 
is applied. Our special committee will 
get at this at once and work is not 
geing te wait. We will go over the 
entire project, in plan and in the field, 
within a week, and some of the work 
we bave had in prospect will be started 
as early as Monday morning.”

NULLIFICATION OF 


BY HARPER LEECH. 
That the United States has under 
gone a political revolution under the 
guise of a liquor amendment—that the 
18th addition to the original federal 
constitytion has really altered our 
whéle form of government, is the con- 
tention of Archibald E. Stevenson in 
1 his book just out, “‘ States’ Rights and 


Prohibition.” 

As American business is largely a prod- 
uct of the unexam political stability 
gained under the federal constitution, Mr. 
Stevenson's book is of interest to every 


federal compact and the fixed orbits 
a ne states have been in fact softened 
to the mushlike consistency of European 
governmental structures, property rights 
under an easily amendable constitution, 
in this day of expert lobby engineering 
and the scientific manipulation of mass 
hysteria, may not be what they once 
were. 

Mr. Stevenson supports the contention 
of the state of Rhode Island, advanced in 
the national prohibition cases, that the 
eighteenth amendment really nullifies the 
tenth amendment—the reserved power 
clause of the constitution. He advances 
argument and history to show that the 
purpose of amendment 10 was to limit 
article 5—the amendment process—in 
order that no more powers should be 
taken from states and conferred upon 
the federal government. 

Although the Supreme court did not 
uphold the contention of Rhode Island, 
it has not favored us with its reasons 
in a written opinion, he notes. Mr. Ste- 
venson questions the jurisdiction of fed- 
eral courts,. creatures, not creators, of 
the constitution to pass upon a redistri- 
bution of sovereign powers under the con- 
stitution. In any event he recalis that 
courts reverse themselves, and it is the 
duty of those possessed of unrecognized 
rights to continue to fight for them, 


Stevenson’s book advances the theory 
that the eighteenth amendment is valid 
in so far as it purports to deal with inter- 
state and foreign commerce in intoxi- 
cating beverages, but entirely. void in so 
far as it attempts to create a federal 
police power within the states and deal 
ing directly with their citizens—that it 
is void in so far as it classifies property 
and thus destroys the taxing rights of 
the state. 

To test whether the American people

Our government has adopted a liberal 
colonial policy, not merely in a fit of 
altruism, but because there were solid 
advantages in contented, prosperous 
colonies and a distinct source of weak- 
ness in discontented ones. 

“The great contribution that the 
British have-made to the science of 
government is the idea of liberty and 
good government through freedom. No} 
people which has won its own way for- 
ward along that path is likely long to 
deny it to others. 

“There may have been times when 
a step forward may seem to have been 
required and.not to have been taken in 
time, but in t the national instinct 
will reassert itself and a step forward 
will be made if it is one for which the 
time is ripe.”’

Dripping Pan Fish. 


The method of cooking pan fish in 
a dripping pan instead of in a frying | 
pan can hardly be too widely exploited 
because it can be so extremely service 
able under some conditions. 

To cook pan fish in this fashion— 
after they have been cleaned—they are 
dipped in milk and sifted crumbs, put 
in a dripping pan that has been rubbed 
with oil or some other fat, then a few 
drops of ail are sprinkled over them. 
Finally put them into the hottest of 
ovens (600 degree oven) and watch them 
carefully to see that they do not get 
overcooked. Sometimes they can be 
changed from a baking oven to a broil- 
ing oven to advantage, if the baking 
cven is not hot enough. 

This method has long been used for 
broiling slices or fillets of fish in quan- 
t‘ties by those who are preparing meals 
for a large number of people, but in- 
‘stead of putting the fish into a baking 
oven a broiling oven heated extremely 
hot has been found best.
